There is probably no other holi- 
day, or holy day, not excepting 
Christmas, which causes such an 
upsurging of hope in the thoughts 
and minds of those who coll them- 
selves Christians.

That name recalls the act of the 
Destroying Angel in passing over 
“the households of the Hebrews 
when he smote the Egyptians. So 
that this Easter festival commem- 
orates the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ and the Hebrew celebration 
of the original “Passover”. 

That it falls in the spring of the 
year, makes Easter fundamentally 
a season of hope. All the trivial 
bits of ceremony which we have 
come to associate with Easter have, 
in their way, a significance. The 
baby animals, the first spring 
flowers, the candy Easter eggs, even 
the Easter finery, are marks of a 
new and happier season. The win- 
ter snow and ice is going; new life 
is breaking through the cold earth 
on every side; the lambs are out on 
the hills and buds are straining to 
burst their bonds. 

Easter is a happy and hopeful 
time, never more welcome than to- 
day with its promise of its fulfill- 
ment of an even older promise of 
life everlasting.

Through The 
Study Window 


By REV. C. C. ARMSTRONG 


Our church-wide lenten project 
is to provide food for the world’s 
hungry, particularly in India and 
Korea. The cease-fire in Korea 
has not ended the urgent need for 
help. More than 9,000,000, people, 
refugees and others, need practical 
aid and a means of livelihood. The 
armed services have been feeding 
300,000 refugees in Seoul alone. 
There are 350 welfare institutions 
containing 36,000 children and 
4,000 mothers. Some refugees are 
forced to eat grass roots and tree- 
Yark, with not enough even of this 
even to go around. There are over 
100,000 orphans, and only about 
40,000 are in orphanages. 

Refugees in settlements and or- 
~hans receive a government ration 
of food-grain, which is below the 
real need. Korea is being helped 
but there are millions who live on 
a starvation or subsistence basis. 
Mrs. Hugh Taylor, overseas secre- 
tary of the Woman's Missionary 
Society of the United Church visit- 
She reports ‘The 
Korean people are courageous and 
independent and self-reliant. A 
great deal of the acute suffering is 
found outside of the homes of those 
who get relief rations, among the 
people who are struggling to be in- 
dependent. Many of these are 
Christians.” 

The need in India has not been 
brought so much to our attention 
as that in Korea. Church World 
Service reports that “Uninterrupted 
drought for the last seven years 
has produced great hardship in 
India and Pakistan. The normal 
average is two drought years out of 
five.” In other portions there are 
disastrous floods, where the moun- 
tain rains result in flooding of | 
much valuable crop areas, and 
damage worth millions of rupees. 
A middle-aged Hindu, talking to a 
European newspaper correspond- 
ent remarked: “If we don’t span 
a century in the next ten years, 
we're lost. The people want food

Rev. Dr. C. Andrew Lawson, now 
of Toronto, declared in a sermon 
on February 7th that “Feeding the 
world’s hungry is not just a poli- 
tical problem; it is a_ spiritual 
problem of the first dimension 
Yes. one of the first matters of im- 
portance in winning this world to 
Christ is to feed the hungry, for 
you can't preach the full gospel to 
people with empty stomachs.”

Occurence at Lacombe: How long 
can 2.4-D stay in the soil? What 
effect on later crops? That it has 
an effect on later crops is suggested 
by an incident at the Lacombe Ex- 
perimental Station this winter. Mr. 
Stelfox, agronmist in charge of 
forage crops, made an interesting 
discovery. He noticed that the 
leaves on some of the flower stalks 
were starting to curl inwards, and | 
later, some of the flower stalks | 
were twisted. 

Specimens were sent to Edmon- | 
ton and Lethbridge for See weer 
by plant pathologists there. 
ports suggested that 2,.4-D might be 
the cause. No 2,4-D had been’ 
used in that greenhouse. so the hunt 
for the source of trouble began. 
Suspicion turned to soil. A pile of 
good black earth is kept outside the 
greenhouse for use in the potting 
mixture when plants are started. It 
was learned that some of the soil 
had been removed as sod from a 
lawn that had been broken in 1952 
Earlier that year, the lawn had been 
sprayed wth 2,4-D for dandelion 
control. This was the soil in which 
the plants had been potted. This 
apparent residual effect of 2,4-D 
in the soil is something not before 
accurately diagnosed. 

It is worth keeping in mind. It 
might help to explain some of the 
puzzling abnormalities that occur 
in garden or greenhouse from time 
to time. |
